It is worthy of note that Field Marshal Haig's com- 
munication from British headquarters in France tonight mentions 
only a slight advance of the British outposts. A French report late 
this evening says that fighting is in progress in the suburbs.

England's air force has undergone 


radical reconstruction and its tactics 
have been changed, much to the dis- 
comfiture of Germany. Briefly, these 
changes are: 
Consolidation of the 


Eoya|. Trying Corps aad the Boyal 


Air Service Into one organiza- 


"tion, fenown as the Boyal Air Force; 
establishment of an air ministry, cre- 
ation of the independent air force, and 
rise of "cavalry" aviators—airmen who 
have charged advancing Germans, 
bombed and machine-gunned them 
from a height 'of a hundred feet. 


The Independent air force, which" is 


said to have oaly one authority higher 
tftnn its own commander^ this being 
the war cabinet, has been busy bomb- 
Ing German cities since Its creation 
three months ago. Four-fifths of the 
German, munition, works are "In the 
UMne valley, and all of them within 
striking distance of these independent 
air force bombers. Their plan Is to% 
feeep a number of Ehine towns Ia a' 
constant state of terror by bombing 
works of military importance in those 
communities. One town may be raid- 
ed night after night for a week or 
more, or It may be visited day and" 
night, or twice daily, whichever plan 
seems to cause the most consternation 
and demolition- In addition, railway, 
junctions, ammunition dumps and bar- 
racks are bombed by this organization 
of flyers, which works separately and 
distinctly from aviators attached to 
certain army corps who also may be 
dispatched to do similar borabln& 


Attack Advancing Columns. 


Tfie great advantage of aviators lor 


bombing and machine-gunning advan- 
cing columns was shown in the Slarch, 
and succeeding offensives, whea time 
and again scores of aviators concen- 
trated upon a certain point disorgan- 
ized a German advance, or held a por- 
tion of the line that had given way 
until re-enforcements could be rushed 
up by the Franco-British. On one day 
these aviators fired more than 200,000 
rounds Into German columns.
